as the treatment gas having a temperature of at least 1000 
degrees and a flow velocity of 10 cm/s, none of which correspond 
Groups II or III. Group II contains patentably distinct special 
technical features of a device for cleaning, such as a plurality 
of nozzle openings being distributed laterally of the center 
axis, none of which correspond to either of Groups I or III. 
Group III contains patentably distinct special technical 
features of a composition of matter, such as natural quartz, and 
less than 20, 30, or 50 ppb ""of certain ingredients, none of 
which correspond to Groups I or II.
